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X.. in early 1950,, the Worth Korean People’s Army conscription methods changed 
somewhat from those which had beer, in affect earlier* Compulsory conscrip- 
tion was directed against primarily members oi' the Democratic Youth All±~ 
snce, the Worth Korean Labor Party, the Democratic Party, and the Youth 
Friendship Party* Younger men particularly were being sought for military 
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It was believed that the si^e of the People's Artsy had been materially 
increased by t'ni3 influx of recruits,, It was noted by the civilian popula- 
tion that in spite of this new emphasis on military activity, the People ! s 
Any did not hold its usual annual celebration on B February, the anniversary 
of the establishment of the service* No public parades were allowed and 
observance of the day was confined to any barracks and compounds. 


3„ A new conscription measure was set to commence on 1 June* As a preliminary 
step, unitary Registration Section had been established in the Dureax 
of Internal Affairs in aach city and country in early August 19h9, for the 
Tiarpose of investigating youths of conscription age* Their work was 
scheduled to be completsd and the draft to begin Ly 1 June, 


J u Originally, conscription regulations ordered that all men between. 18 and 35 
should be enrolled or: active duty and ?nen from 36 to 55 should be enlisted 
as military workers., This regulation was later amended to require military 
service only of men between 18 and 26 Students of middle schools and 
colleges were orderea to receive military training in their schools so that 
they would be prepared for immediate mobilization in an emergency* 


Conscripts under the new system were to be sent to special People’s Aray 
training centers in llanaa (129-Ll, Ll— Jt2), Hasahung (127—32, 39-*;>L), Jonsan 
(127-26 , 39-10), Pyongyang, and Sariwon (125-JUi., 38-30) « Tlieir training was 
courses of two periods of a month each, one to be devoted to military 
emrci.se and the other to be spent helping local, farraera with agricultural 
work. 
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
